hants arc generally Portuguese or 
talians, who by temptingly displaying 
heir vtares have created a demand for 
he succulent morsels. 


Ihe capture of Ihe shrimps consti- 
:tf es an importunt industry around San 
"rancisco, and nn Investigation made 
y a curious American some time ago 
howcd that the fisheries were in the 


nds of the Chinese.who were engaged 


n supplying the Canton and other Chi- 
ese markets with shrimps. 
The Chinese shrimpers, or shrimp 
anccrs, as th'ey are called, constitute

The shanties were squalid 
n the extreme, containing rude bunks 
ibout which were hung the oilskins of 
he fishermen, from -which a peculiar 
>dor rose and mingled with that of stale

"illed the air, and a Cliinamnn was rear- 
•anging the sandal sticks,while another 
irostrated himself before the shrine, 
liis was the abode of the fisherman's 
god, and before they went out to break 
ho American law the shrimpers in- 
okecl this g-e-fl to bring them good hick. 
In taking shrimps the fishermen use 


•arious nets—sturgeon trawls, fyke 
nets, bag nets and others of fine mesh, 
.'he bag net is about 40 feet long—a 
huge cone with an opening 20 feet wide, 
xading down to a point. 
Near the 


mouth is a two-inch mesh; following 
'his for ten or twelve feet it is reduced 
:o one inch, while thebaghasn-mebhof 
nit one-rjimrtcr to half an Inch. These 
traps are set between poles on the flats 
nnd cover the. bottom, catching every 
shrimp and fish that appears. The nets 
ire set mainly at night, often being 
laulcd between midnight and sunrise. 
The shrimps are brought in in large 
numbers, rolled in boskets and the fol- 


r-lng morning placed in vats of boil- 


water. In ten minutes they have 


assumed the delicate shrimp ' color. 
They are then taken out nnd placed on 
:lie level cleared .spots and spread with 
rooms. Here they bake or dry for five 
or six days, after which the. men with 
the wooden shoes begin what has been 
referred to as the shrhnp dance. The 
shoes are BO heavy that the wearerp 
cannot move with much agility, so a eu- 
rious shuffle and jumping up and down 
is the result—a dance 'which, if seen, 
might find place on the nuelodnimati< 
stage. 


The object of the shrimp dance, as 


has been described, is to pulverize the 
crustaceans; and pestles and hammers 
ire a!=o vised to loosen the meat. From 
here they go to the basket shakers, who, 
>y placing the crushed shrimps in bas- 
kets, a quart at a time, dislodge them 
Crom the shells. Some use a machine 
which winnows out the shells, the meat 
and the shells being shipped to China; 
the shells are used ns a fertilizer about 
tea plants. The Chinese in China de- 
pend entirely on the San Francisco mar- 
ket for them, aud a decade or so ago 
:he amount of the yearly shipment vt as 
7Cn.fif,0 pounds of shrimp meat, valued 
Jt $70,00(1, and nearly 4,000,000 pounds 
jf shells, valued at about $40,080.—Phil- 
adelphia Press.

away moths, but it is not so. They do 
not in the least object to odors, and whj 
such bluff is. used at all is really a mys 
tery. Buffalo bugs seem really to 
thrive on camphor, and to find especial 
ly congenial quarters in cedar shelves 
or closets or trunks. 


Every article ahould be carefullj 


brushed—all the pockets turned inside 
out, brushed, and then turned smooth 
ly back again, and evcrj spot of everj 
description carefully cleansed — foi 
moth? alv ays seize upon a spot of any 
sort as a particularly choice morsel 
Each garment should be folded sepa 
rately and very smoothly, and wrapped 
in old linen or cotton sheets, or parts ol 
them. 
Newspaper is an excellent thing tt 


fold things in, as for some reason 
moths particularly object to it. 
The 


ehe=t that things are to be packed awa\ 
iu should be carefully wiped out per 
fc-ctly clean with a wet cloth, so that 
not a particle of dust lingers.

In Relation to Closing Barber Shops 
on Sunday. 


Be it Ordained By the City Council of 


the City of Decatur, Illinois:

ings" for Women. 


ProBreMlve Educational CInb «f 
Harvard, Ha**., Its Good Work 


and Singular Be- 


A casual visitor at the little tovcn of 


Harvard, Mass., would hardly considet 
it possible that this farming communi 
ty of 1,100 people, the largest of its two 
tiny villages consisting of onlj a ecore 
of houses, should possess the elements 
necessary for forming a very thriving 
club. 


In 18S8 a summer resident of Harvard 


invited six invalid*women of the neigh- 
borhood to spend an afternoon at hex 
home. Obliged by delicate health to 
lie upon a couch, she provided siv other 
couches for her guests. She read to 
them EmerBon's "Kssay on Books," and 
then, fearing she had offered too solid 
reading- to people to whom Emerson 
was but a name, ended the programme 
with a popular story. One of the wom- 
en, who was never again able to join 
the group, said years afterward that 
that essay opened to heranetv world. 


The- other BIX women agreed to read 


together once a week. Others SOOD 
joined them, and at tho end of two or 
three yeirs the attendance had RO in- 
creased that the hostess could no longer 
serve refreshments, as had been her 
custom. 
"Dispensing with refresh- 


ments was a test of their interest," she 
remarked, while talking of the club re- 
cdntly, "but the attendance vms not 
lessened at all. There are now from 40 
to 70 or 80 present at each meeting, 
mostly wives and daughters of farmers, 
ranging in age from 17 years to 70. The 
older ones have had a common snhool 
education only; many of the younger 
ones have been through the high school, 
and last year we had one conpge grad- 
uate. They all appreciate an opportu- 
nity for further mental culture, and 
about six years after the club was 
started these people werp preparing 
excellent papers in unexceptionable 
English—better essays, in fact, than 
many which appear in the magazines. 


"We have no constitution, no officers, 


no membership fee. We are unorgan- 
ized, but not disorgnni/ed. It has been 
suggested that we organize and join 
the federation. But organization has 
its disadvantages. Wait, I say, until 
our present methods pro^e inadequate. 
And, if we join the federation, ne shut 
out the men, who are now welcomed. 
Three ministers attend reg-ularly, and 
if we could meet in the evening many 
more men would Join us. But thp wom- 
en live too far away to come at night 
Occasionally a farmer docs lc;ue his 
work and come to a meeting-, and al- 
ways seem<! to enjoy it. The men take 
the greatest interest in the club and 
in the work done for it by the women 
of their families,." 


"Sunnj aide," the home of the hostess, 


has given its name to the enterprise, 
which is Vnown as the 
"Sunnyeide 


readings." Meetings arc held only dur- 
ing July and August, but work prepar 
atory to them goes on throughout the 
rest of the year. In the autumn a coun- 
cil consisting- of three ministers and 
three or four other persons is called 
together. They select topics for the 
next season and appoint a leader fof 
each meeting. The leaders choose theii 
own committees. Such necessary bookri 
as are not found in the town public li- 
brary arc purchased by the organizers, 
who bear all club expenses, and a sea- 
son of study end essay writing begins. 


The plin now followed deiotes foui 


meetings each season to the study of 
some country and four to miscellaneous 
topics. In this way Greece and Indid 
ha^e been studied, and next year Egypt 
will be taken up. A professional mu- 
sician is engaged to furnish mufeic at 
each meeting, and one afternoon each 
year is given entirely to music, selec- 
tions from a single composer being-ren- 
dered. 


For the last meeting of 1803 the 


"Sunny-side" enjojed a "Pilgrim day." 
Plymouth and early colonial times were 
the subjects treated. Thr great parlor 
at "Sunnyside" was arranged to repre- 
sent a room in the colonial period; those 
who took part in the exercises wore ap- 
propriate costumes, and the music con- 
feibted of old hymns, sung by a "Pil- 
grim" choir. 
There were CO persons 


present. 


The club has broken down denomina- 


tional barriers. Religious antagonism 
has disappeared since the three pas- 
tors and the three sets of parishioners 
have found common ground to meet on, 
In spite of its disregard of organization, 
or, perhaps because it is not organized, 
the movement, inaugurated notquite 11 
jeans ago, 1ms united- the forces of the 
community for the advancement of the 
common welfare.—N. Y. Post.
